The paper condem ns the action of 
the persons who, in the nam e of the 
Good G ov ernm ent League, sent out 
straw ballots bearing hidden 
marks 
by which persons v oting 
could 
be 
identified by the league, incidentally 
stating that while the paper 
is 
a 
supporter of the graft prosecution, it 
is not because of 
the 
relationship 
between J ohn D and Rudolph Spreck­ 
els, but in spite of it. 
The Call say s: 


“ The Call is on the people’s side 
in this struggle and w ill stay there. 
It has not w av ered in its support of 
the district attorney during the long 
fight to catch, conv ict and punish the 
authors of San Francisco’s municipal 
shame. 
It w ill continue that course 
while any indicted grafter 
remains 
untried. 
"Let it be understood that Rudolph 
Spreckels has not, and 
nev er 
did 
hav e, the rem otest interest in 
this 
paper, or the slightest influence in 
shaping its policies. 
The 
call 
has 
not stood behind or for the man, but 
has stood and will stand fast for the 
work he 
inaugurated, 
disregarding 
his identity or the m otiv e which ac­ 
tuated him. 
“ The Call neither seek s nor 
de­ 
sires any credit for its stand as to 
the graft prosecution. 
It is the duty 
of the plundered people 
and 
their 
law officers to prosecute 
the 
real 
crim inals, and it is the duty of hon­ 
est men and o f honest 
newspapers 
to uphold the public prosecutors. The 
new spapers tliat fail to continue in 
this duty are cowardly , and the new s­ 
papers that defend bribe-giv ers 
are 
crooked. 
T he Oakland Tribune, for 
ex am ple, is crooked, 
“ The Ex am iner, nursing wrnunds in­ 
flicted on its circulation by an 
out­ 
raged public, is for once, 
cowardly . 
The Globe is m erely a handbill of 
Patrick Calhoun. 
Inasm uch 
as 
he 
pay s for it, Calhoun is priv ileged to 
say in it w hat he pleases about his 
own v irtues and the utter 
wicked­ 
ness of public officials. 
T he Globe is 
owned by graft, but others, such as 
the Chronicle, are only rented.” 
“ It is chiefly the 
Chronicle, 
pre­ 
tending to be concerned about the 
Call’s policy , th at is poking its nose 
into this paper’s business. 
It is not 
a clean nose, for it has lately 
been 
rooting around in the muck-heap for 
a price, w hich it 
seem s 
to 
hav e 
found.”

Store. 
The route will pay a salary 
of $9 00 per y ear. 
On J uly 1 the Santa Ana office w ill 
hav e an additional clerk, the salary 
to be $600 per y ear. 
The 
name of 
the new clerk has not y et been 
an­ 
nounced. 
The office 
becom es 
en­ 
titled to the additional clerk by rea­ 
son of increased business. 
On J uly 1 two star routes 
in the 
county are to be discontinued. 
H ith­ 
erto mail has been carried direct be­ 
tw een Orange and El Modena 
and 
betw een Santa Ana and W estm inster. 
Under the orders receiv ed from 
the 
postofflce departm ent the mail 
will 
be carried to the postoffices at 
El 
M odena and W estm inster 
by 
rural 
route carriers, the form er from Or­ 
ange and the latter from Santa Ana. 
The mail for those postoffices will go 
in closed pouches, and the offices are 
not discontinued, as has been thought 
by som e would be the 
case. 
W est­ 
m inster protested against the drop­ 
ping of the star route, 
but the pro­ 
test was not giv en fav or by the de­ 
partm ent at W ashington.

this 
order F. M. W atson, who has been 
carry ing th e m ail betw een Santa A na 
and W estm inster,

them at their home on the heights 
of Alta Vista, Mr. Rooney and the 
writer, set out with that destination 
on a recent Saturday, on the noon, 
Riverside train. 
In the belief that

the heights of the opposite sides o f : 
he canyon, where peak on peak lifted 
their heads in a kind of billowy, green, j 
mass, like an immense carpet care­ 
lessly thrown over an assortment of 
furniture in the confusion of house-1 
cleaning, if one may thus compare 
the granu with the common-place. 


There were trains of cars trailing 
along like black 
caterpillars, 
and 
when an engine whistled, we saw th e ! 
steam, what seemed a long, long time ! 
before the belated sound reached our 1 
ears. 
There visible, was the up train 
waiiing on the switch, and miles away 
the down train on the way to pass it, 
and then we saw the latter slow up 
and move cautiously, as though per­ 
haps a landslide obstructed the tracks.
